WASKIKGTOK, April2.—Senator Maxey has 


prepared an amendment to the house bill fo 
the retirement of the trade dollar, which pro 
vldcs that after January first, '85,trade dollar 
shall be received on deposit at all Unllec 
Stales depositories, and together with all hal 
dollars, quarter dollars and dimes now colne 
and In the treasury or which may bereafte 
come In the treasury, and all other sllve 
which alter said date may be purchased fo 
coinage by the eecretary of the troasui 
shall be sent to the mints and coined 
hto half dollars, each of which shall contain 
200 1-4 grains of standard silver, and sue 
coins shall be legal tender for any amount fo 
debts public or private.
